THE EXECUTION OF CAPTAIN QOUDON.— 


The execution of Captain Nathaniel Gordon 
in New York on Friday last was nn event 
of great importance, as showing that the 
law making tho carrying on of the African 
slave trade piracy is no longer to bo a dead 
letter. Gordon was a native of Portland, 
Me., about thirty-six years of age. 
He hud 


made sereral successful voyages to the Afri- 
can const, but was at last captured on thu 
ship Erie on the 3th of August, 1SGO, one 
day's sail from the Congo, having takt.'ii 
thence 8EfT negroes....Every legal technical- 
ity and the most urgent appeals to'tlio prus-' 
idetit, backed by recommendations'. by tliu 
governor of Now-York, and other prominent 
persons, having'been used to no eflect, Gor- 
don was executed us above stated. Ho had 
procured some, poison, supposed .to be 
strychnine, and had concealed it in a hole 
in tho bench in his cell. This ho took tlio 
night previous to tho time assigned for his 
execution,.either swallowing tbe powder or 
smoking it in a cigar. Ho was taken with 
fearful convulsions, but begged the officers• 
to let him die. Physicians were, however,, 
called, nnd by about ten A. M. on Friday, 
the spasms hud ceased. • The Evening Po^t 
thus describes the1" last eceup irj tha tnig- 
edy :

We hear a report from Washington, 


which, Ibeing illustrative of the character 
ot Secretary Stanton, is worthy of a place 
in the pages of current history. The sec- 
retary dislikes very much the close proxim- 
ity of the rebel army to the national capi- 
tal. The thing is a stench to him, and it 
is a disgrace to the country. In this spirit 
he was urg;ng General McClellau one day 
to overcome this " military necessity." He 
suggested that the general might get in be- 
hind the rebels, and cut off their railroad 
communication. Tha conversation from 
tbia point progressed as follows: 


McC/LELLAtf—"It is impossible to move 


the artillery, owing to the condition of the 
roads." 


STANTOX—"Then go without artillery.'7 
McCLELi/Aic—" We could not move our 


transportation wagons." 


STANTON—"Well, leave them behind, 


too. Let the men carry their tents on 
their backs, and provisions in their haver- 
aacks; or do without tents, as Gen. Grant 
did when he marched ten miles over bad 
roads, fought three days, and won a glori- 
ous victory. He had no ' transportation.' 
As for the artillery, you could get behind 
the enemy, keeping off ten or fifteen miles ;

THE EXECUTION OP CAPTAIN GORDON.— 


The execution of Captain Nathaniel Gordor 
in New York on Friday last was an eveul 
of great^ importance, as showing that the 
law making the carrying on of the African 
slave trade piracy is no longer to be a dead 
letter. Gordon was a native of Portland 
Me., about thirty-six years of age. He had 
made several successful voyages to the Afri- 
can coast, but was at last captured on the 
ship Erie on the 8th of August, 18GO, one 
clay's sail from the Congo, having taken 
thence S97 negroes. Every legal technieul- 
ity and the most urgent appeals to the pros-

ident, backed by recommendations by the 
governor of New York, and other prominent 
persons, having been used to uo effect, Gor- 
don was executed as above stated. He had 
procured some poison, supposed to be 
strychnine, and had concealed it in a hole 
in the bench in hia cell. This he took the 
D'Sht Previops to the time assigned for hi 
execution, either swallowing the powder o. 
smoking it in a cigar. He was taken with 
fearful convulsions, but begged the officers 
to let him die. Physicians were, however, 
called, and by about ten A. M. ou Friday, 
the spasms had ceased. The Evening Post 
thus describes the last scene in the"trag- 
edy : 
fa 


Gordon was taken from his celt to the 


gallows at a quarter past twelve o'clock. 
He was supported by two of Marshal Mur- 
ray's deputies. The marshal walked on his 
right. The appearance of Gordon's face 
was ghastly; his fear was extreme ; but 
with that assumed stoicism which haa dis- 
tinguished him, he walked, or was rather 
carried quietly to his place. He made no 
dying speech. 


As soon as the noose was adjusted, the 


black cap was pulled over his face. 
The 


signal was at once made, and in an instant 
he was dangling in the air. He died easi- 
ly ; but few convulsive motions were ob- 
aerved. He was dead in about five minutes 
from the time the rope was adjusted, but 
the body was allowed to remain half nn 
hour, when his body was taken down and 
placed in a rough coffin, in which it will be 
delivered to his friends.

Tbe bill pending in congress for the con- 


fixation of the property and the freedom of 
tbo slaves of the rebels in arms against the 
government wo hope will be promptly pass- 
ed "in spite of lamentations here or else- 
where.1'* '"Our deluded southern brethren," 
for whgm a new-born or resuscitated sym- 
pathy has been awakened since their recent 
reverses and hard-won defeats, should pay 
the full penalty of their wickedness and 
treason.

Whore, as is undoubtedly the 
case, many have been deluded or unthink- 
ingly led into the rebellion by designing 
demagogues or premeditated traitors, the 
punishment of death would he too severe a 
pcualty. But the gallows should bo the 
foto of the leaders, and confiscation of prop- 
erty ought to bo the least penalty which a 
large portion of those lower down in the 
ficnle of guilt, should suffer. 


The country now pouring out ita blood 


and treasure will not bo satisfied with a gen- 
eral amnesty, and tho return of traitors to 
nil their political righta and power. 
An 


example must bo had that shall bo a warn- 
ing in all future time to treasonable con- 
spirators. It is tho duty of congress to act 
nau> in relation to punishment by confisca- 
tion, as cases are constantly arising need- 
ing the regulation of law, and the people 
who pay taxes to support this war will in- 
sist that slavery shall no longer be used 
against us, and that the property of rebels 
shall be made to remunerate the losses and 
payments of loyal men. Let Congress dis- 
miss ita fear of th« senseless cry of .""aboli- 
tion," north or south, and act according to 
the obvious requirements of justice. Let 
ih« present rebellion be the last that shall 
ever curse this country; and to do this, make 
it a WARNING for all time to come. Ad- 
minister to those who have themselves pro 
paied it, the bitter ingredients of the pot 
soned cup.-

The Hew Order In Relation to Tel«» 
, graphic licport*. 


The order of the Secretary of War, which 


we publish to-day, placing all the telegraph 
lines of the United States under the con 
trol of government agents, ao far as relates 
to pubtio reports of matters connected will 
the war, places restrictions upon tho press 
which nothing but an absolute public no 
cesslty can justify, and which, in the limit 
ed application heretofore made, has given 
cause for •well-founded complaint. The un 
limited power now assumed may begrossl 
abused, or may <bo wisely exercised, , In 
which direction it may be used, time wil 
determiner" If the censorship "shall bo em 
ployed tp prevent tho transmission of un 
founded reports1 or the premature revela 
tion of contemplated movements, no on 
can well find ianlt; but if'no'report of a 
transpired occurrence* can bo sent to th 
prwns until a commanding officer or govern 
went agent can be sought out and his per 
mission obtained, a delay in tranamiasio 
will ensue little gratifying to tho impatienc 
now pervading the publio mind to hear o 
the progress of our armies and the stirring 
events of the day.

mander or agent bos been found, tho report 
is to bt> revised and made to suit his views 
Mid object!, it 'may possess aa little truth 
us many of the dispatches now complained 
of.

al citizens of the north, then is little pro- 
priety and no justice in the rule.— —-—

SECTION 1. Section 18 of chapter six of 


said act, approved March 27,1858, is here- 
by amended so as to read as follows: " The 
common council shall have power to cause 
any street, highway, lauo or alley, or part 
of any street, highway, lane or alley in said 
city to be graded, graveled, ,macadamized, 
paved or repaved, planked or replankedand 
repaired, and to cause any side-walks, cross- 
walks, drains, sewers, and culverts, to be 
made therein, as it shall deom'Tieeesaary, 
and the same to bo'repaired, mended or re- 
laid as it shall deem necessary: Provided, 
that no street, highway, lane or alley, or 
any part of any street, highway, lane or al- 
ley shall be graded, macadamized, paved, 
or repaved, planked or replanked, without 
the recommendation, in writing, signed by 
a majority of the resident owners of prop- 


ty which is bounded by the street, high- 
ay, lane or alley on which any such work 
s proposed to be done or improvement

' the proceedings of tho common council. 
II other provisions of said section 18 are 


tereby repealed. 


SEC. 2. Section 19, of chapter BIX of said 
t, approved March 27th, 1858, is hereby 
ncntlcd so as to read as follows : " The 
ommon council prior to ordering by ordi- 
unco, order, resolution or otherwise, any 
reet, highway, lane or alley, or any part 
any street, highway, lane or alley to be 


jraded, macadamized, paved, or rcpaved, 


anked or replauktjd, shall cause a plain 
md accurate specification of the proposed 
ork to be prepared. It shall then cauae 
o be published iu aorao daily or weekly 
ewspaper published in said city, the said 
lecih'cation, with a notice (signed by the 
erk) that ou a certain day fixed in said 
otiee, at least eight days from the first 
lublicatiou thereof, tho common council 
rill act iu relation to its construction, and 
ti tho mean time sealed proposals for con- 
ructiug the^work will be received by the 
ty clerk.

'ho common council shall then determine 
hose ia the most favorable proposal. It

ivoruble proposal and direct the expanse 
leroof to be assessed in the manner here- 
uafter^specified: Provided, however, that 
11 of mud proposals aro notbyaaid council 
cemed unreasonable, and said council may 
eject all of said proposals on that ground. 
!ne common council may require the per- 
on or persons whose proposal may be ac- 
opted, to execute a bond with one or more

Mitation, to be ascertained, and each 
ot or parcel of land to be assessed with its 
proportion of the expense, by multiplying 
ts number of feet front with the average 
expense per foot.- Provided, That where 
;he owner or owners of any lot or lots, par- 
:el or parcels of land fronting on any htreet, 
jighwfty, lane or alley where such improve- 
ments is proposed to be made, have already 
made any improvement on eaid street, high- 
way, lane or alley, iu front of his or her lot 
or lots, parcel or parcels of land, of the same 
or similar kind and character as the pro- 
posed improvement, the lot or lots, parcel 
or parcels of land fronting on said street, 
highway, lane or alley 10 already improved 
by such owner or •wnera, shall be excluded 
from the computation and assessment, and 
all expense of such improvement to be made 
shall be assessed upon tho other lot or lots, 
parcel or parcels of land, fronting on said 
street, highway, lane or alloy, where such 
improvement is required to bo made, the 
owner or owners ot which have not thereto- 
fore made such improvement. 


2d. In case tho work shall be the con- 


structing any crosswalk or drain across any 
street, lane or bighway, or any drain, street 
or walk in front of or across any public 
ground, o? of any culvert or sewer in any 
street, alley, lane highway or public 
ground, and the keeping in repair of cross- 
walks, drains, sewers, culverts, streets, high- 
ways, lanes and alleys, after the same have 
been constructed, graded, leveled, macada- 
mized, planked or paved, as in this chapter 
provided, and the cleaning and cleansing of 
the samt, the expense thereof shall be paid 
Ou. of the moneys mentioned in section two 
of chapter five of these acts, belonging to 
the ward in which the work shall bo done. 


Hd. In case tho work be the construction, 


repairing, or relaying, or replauking any 
sidewalk, each lot or parcel of land front- 
ing thereon shall be assessed with its pro- 
portion of the expense of its construction, 
repair, relaying or replanking in front there- 
of. The work specified in this subdivision 
of said'section, may be ordered by the com- 
mon council ou tbo written application of 
either of the aldermen of the ward in which 
the proposed work ia situated, at any regu- 
lar meeting held 20 days after filing with 
the city clerk a specification of tho work 
proposed, and notice to the resident owner 
or owners of the several lots or -parcels of 
land fronting thereon, requiring such owner 
or owners to perform the work proposed in 
front of their respective lots or parcels of 
land, according to said speciOcation, within 
the said twenty days, mm in default thereof 
that said work will bo done by contract 
without publication. All other provisions 
of said section 10 are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 3. Section 1 of chapter 8 of said act 


as amended by an act approved March 21st, 
1860, is hereby amended as follows: After 
the word "qualified" at the end of said sec- 
tion, add the words following: ','Tbe com- 
mon council at their fin t 'regular meeting 
after the third Monday 5o April next, shall 
appoint one school commissioner at large 


for said city, who shall within ten^ days' af- 
ter his appointment qualify iu like^manner 
as those annually elected, and shall hold 
his office for two years, and until his' suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qualified. 


Sec. 4. Section two of said chapter eight 


is hereby amended as follows: After the 
word "elected" in the first line thereof, in- 
sert tha following, words, "together rwith 
said commissioner appointed by tha com-i 
mon council."

first regular meeting after the third Mon- 
day in April next, shall appoint a treasurer, 
who shall hold hia office tor two years, (un- 
less sooner removed by said council) and 
until his.BUcceBSor shall be appointed and 
qualified. All tho provisions of sections 
two and three of chapter two of the said act, 
approved March 27th, 1868, of which this 
is amendatory, providing for the election of 
a treasurer for said city, are hereby re- 
pealed.

SEO. 6. Thero shall be one day's work 


performed annually ou the streets, high- 
ways and lanes'in said city by each male 
person who by the laws of this state is li- 
able or subject to perform highway work; 
such person shall perform fiuch labor in 
the ward where he resides under,tha direc- 
tion of the aldermen of such ward or such 
person as the said aldermen may order and 
appoint f but such person so liable to per- 
form work may at hia option pay to said 
aldermen or to the person so appointed by 
aaid aldermen at the rate of one dollar per 
day, and in default of the payment of said 
money or the performance of such labor, 
the aldermen of the proper ward shall issue 
their warrant to auy constable of said city 
for the collection from each and every 
person so delinquent to sum of one 
dollar with the legal cost. 
And the 


said constable shall have the same 
power and authority, and proceed in the 
service of said warrant in the same manner 
as prescribed by law in relation to the ser- 
vice of warrants issued for the collection of 
taxes assessed on personal property, and 
shall be entitled to tbo same fees ; but be- 
fore the said persons shall be required to 
do such work as aforesaid, the city clerk 
shall, annually, on or before tho first Monday 
of May iu each and every year, make a cor- 
rect list and enrollment ot all auch persons 
withia tho respective words: one copy 
thereof shall be delivered to the alderman 
having tho longest time to serve in each 
ward, and one copy thereof shall be filed 
in his office. 
Tho alderman to whom said 


list shall be delivered shall cause personal 
notice to be given to each person in his 
ward liable to perfurm highway work, of 
the time and place in his ward where such 
labor will be required. 


SEC. 7. The common council ihall have 


power to alter, amend and correct any er- 
ror, omission or mistake in the description 
or valuation of any lot 01 parcel of Und 
set down in the assessment roll of said 
city for any year prior or subsequent to 
the passage of this act, and to cancel any 
certificate of sale of any lot or parcel of 
land heretofore or hereafter made by the 
treasurer of said city for any error, illegal- 
ity, rmadesoription or irregularity, tia it 
may deem proper, and to set aside and can- 
cel any deed heretofore or hereafter issued 
upon any sale for city taxes on the ground 
of error, illegality, misdescription, irregu- 
larity or prior payment of the city tax or 
any portion thereof for which any lot or 
parcel of land may have been or shall bete- 
after bo sold by auch treasurer, as tho (mid 
common council may deem just and proper. 
The said common council uhall have, pos- 
sess and exercise all the power and au- 
thority over assessments, sales, certificates 
and deeds issued for non-payment of city 
luxes that are now conferred by law upon 
boards of supervisors in relation to assess 
merits, sales, certificates and deeds issued 
for the non-payment of state and county 
taxes; and all general laws now iu forco in 
relation to assessment rolls, sales for delin- 
quent taxes, redemptions, tax certificates 
and deeds issued for non-payment of taxes, 
aro hereby declared to bo applicable to as- 
sessment rolls,Bale3 for delinquent city taxes, 
redemptions, tax certificates and deeds is- 
sued for delinquent city taxes under and 
by virtue of tho said act entitled "an act to 
reduce the law incorporating the city of 
Janesville, and the several acts amendato- 
ry thereof into one act, approved March 
27, 1868." 


THE NEGROES AT PORT ROYAL,—Tho re- 


port of the government agent at Port Roy- 
al, Mr. R. L. Pierce, has been published. 
In the fifteen islands which came undnr 
Mr, Pierce's inspection, there are two hun- 
dred plantation3, maintaining in all a black 
population estimated at from eight to ten 
thousand, The districts, as far as the for- 
mer white residents could make it, was en- 
tirely rebel, and tho question which the 
government agent has had before him is 
what to do with the property and tho ne- 
groes attached to it, so that the first may 
be made profitable, and the last brought 
tinder such tutelage as may enable them to 
act for themselves in the new condition into 
which the rebellion has brought them. 
Their present intellectual and moral char- 
acter Mr. Pierce seems to have very care- 
fully inquired into, and we may hero re- 
mark that the statement which ho makes 
bears in its plain, unvarnished outlines, tho 
stamp of truthfulness, 
Tho moral defi- 


ciencies apparent are-those which might 
bo expected in such a neglected communi- 
ty—including naturally more or less of pro- 
miscuous intercourse between the Boxes. 
But a fair share of honesty and truthful- 
ness was found among them; the latter 
virtue being well tested in those cases where 
the pilotage of blacks was found necessary. 
Mr, Pierce recommends for the nmuaje- 
ment of tho property—and with a view "to 
the training of tho negroes—the appoint- 
ment of responsible men as superintend- 
ents over the various plantations, whoso 
duty should parlako of a parental nature, 
the negroes receiving instruction, kind 
treatment, and a small rale of wages, rang 
ing from forty cents per diem, according to 
their merits. 


LAKE'S EXPEDITION.—The disagreement 


between Gens. Lane and Hunter in regard 
to the contemplated expedition admits, we 
are told, of no amicable adjustment. It 
has been referred back to.Washington to bo 
there decided. Gen. Lane will leave Kan- 
sas this week for the capital, where hia mili- 
tary a tat us is to be determined. His friends 
will, we understand^ claim for him a Major 
General's commission, and will labor to 
have him assigned to the western depart- 
ment. While they have great confidence 
in Gen. Hunter's earnestness, courage and 
acquirements, they think, aa wa have no 
doubt tho subject of their thoughts also 
thi n ks, that he tn ay be profitably em ployed on 
some field where the tactics and strategy of 
tho'echools can be brought more into play; 
and that in such an expedition as that pro- 
jected for the southwest, where bushwhack- 
ing would necessarily be the order of every 
day, he would not, though leading skillfully 
and gallantly, display those peculiar parti- 
san qualities which Lane is supposed to 
possess.

20th inat. He had'received tho official ac- 
counts of the visits^pf our vessels to Eden- 
ton and to the Carrituck canal.

The 


steamer Elias captured a new .gunboat on 
the blocks nt Elizabeth City,|Which was also 
destroyed, making seven vessels in all. 
Each of tho first BIX wero remarkably well 
armed as gunboats ; all of them, excepting 
the Curlew, were destroyed or captured in 
the attack on Elizabeth City. As our forces 
took undisturbed possession of Edenton, 
part of n flying artillery regiment, various- 
ly estimated as from ICO to 300, fled pre- 
cipitately without firing a shot. Many o! 
the inhabitants also left in. consequence. 
There aro no fortifications at or in the water 
approaches to Edenton. Among tho re- 
sults of the expedition are tho destruction 
of eight cannon and one schooner on the 
stocks at Edenton ; two schooners were 
captured iu the sound, one having 4,000 
bushels of corn on board.

Confiscation of Iletoel Property. 


The bill pending in congress for the con- 


fication of the property and the freedom of 
the slaves of the rebels in arms against the 
government we hope wi'l be promptly pass- 
ed "in spite of lamentations here or else- 
where." "Oar deluded southern brethren,1' 
for whom a new-born or resuscitated sym- 
pathy has been awakened since their recent 
reverses and hard-won defeats, should pay 
the full penalty of their wickedness and 
treason. 
They have spared no Union man 


in the north, and the only reason why north- 
ern cities have not been destroyed and 
northern men despoiled of their property, 
is a simple want of power to do it. The 
idea that after ssll the immense expenditure 
of blood and treasure, the desolate homes 
of the north in the loss of parents and broth- 
era, the rabels can lay down their arms and 
be restored to all their civil, political and 
pecuniary rights under the constitution they 
have attempted to overthrow, and whose re- 
quirements they have defied, is monstrous. 
As well might the horse thief or burglar, 
when all hope of escape has ceased, after 
every effoit to elude the officers of justice, 
ask for mercy and demand a suspension of 
all further proceedings against him. Pun- 
ishment ought to be inflicted on the offen- 
ders. 
Of course, there can properly be n 


gradation of punishment, but the penalty 
for the offence ought to follow surely and 
promptly. Where, as is undoubtedly the 
case, many have been deluded or unthink- 
ingly led into the rebellion by designing 
demagogues or premeditated traitors, the 
punishment of death would be too severe a 
penalty. But the gallows should be the 
fate of the leaders, and confiscation of prop- 
erty ought to be the least penalt.y whbh a 
large portion of those lower down in the 
scale of gnilt, should suffer. 


The country now pouring out its blood 


and treasure will not be satisfied with a gen- 
eral amnesty, and the return of traitors to 
all their political rights and power. 
An 


example must be had that shall be a warn- 
ing in all future time to treasonable con- 
spirators. It is the duty of congress to act 
note in relation to punishment by confisca- 
tion, as cases are constantly arising need- 
ing the regulation of law, and the people 
who pay taxes to support this war will in- 
sist that slavery shall no longer be used 
against us, and that the property of rebels 
shall be made to remunerate the losses and 
payments of loyal men. Let Congress dis- 
miss its fear of the senseless cry of "aboli- 
tion," north or socth, and act according to 
the obvious requirements of justice. 
Let 


the present rebellion be the last that shall 
ever curse t7iis country,- and to do this, make 
it a WARNING for all time to come. Ad- 
minister to those who have themselves pre- 
pared it, the bitter ingredients of the poi- 
soned cnp. 


The Pfe-VT Order In Relation to Tele- 
graphic Reports* 


The order of the Secretary of War, which 


we publish to-day, placing all the telegraph 
lines of the United States under the con- 
trol of government agents, 80 far as relates 
to public reports of matters connected with 
the war, places restrictiona upon the press 
which nothing but an absolute public ne- 
cessity can justify, and which, in the limit- 
ed application heretofore made, has given 
rause for •well-founded complaint. The un- 
limited power now assumed may be grossly 
abused, or may be wisely exercised. In 
which direction it may be used, time will 
determine. 
If the censorship shall be em- 


ployed to prevent the transmission of un- 
founded reports or the premature revela- 
tion of contemplated movements, no one 
can well find fault; but if no report of a 
transpired occurrence can be sent to the 
preiis until a commanding officer or govern- 
ment agent can be sought out and his per- 
mission obtained, a delay in transmission 
will ensue little gratifying to the impatience 
now pervading the public mind to hear of 
the progress of our armies and the stirring 
events of the day. Or if, when the com- 
mander or agent has been found, the report 
is to bo revised and made to suit his views 
and objects, it may possess as little truth 
i»3 many of the dispatches now complained 
of. 


We are a little curious, and somewhat in- 


terested, in knowing how far the third para- 
graph will be enforced. This reads : 


" Third—Newspaper publishing military 


news, however obtained, and not authorized 
by official authority, will be excluded there- 
after from receiving information by tele- 
graph, or from transmitting their papers by 
railroad." 


A strict enforcement of this would pre- 


vent the publication of any of the letters 
from the army which now form so large a 
share of newspaper reading, (unless every 
letter is first submitted to the prescribed offi- 
ter and its publication directly authorised 
" by authority,") under the penalty of the 
loss of the information duly authorised and 
exclusion from the railroads as a means of 
circulation. 


On the whole, we are inclined to distrust 


this order. It is susceptible of great abuse, 


abused. 
Our government has never yet suc- 


ceeded in keeping the rebels in ignorance 
of our movements or condition, and if the 
restriction is to be enforced only on the loy- 
al citizens of the north, there is little pro- 
priety and no justice in the rule.

Senate and AisemWy, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 18 of chapter six of 


said act, approved March 27, 1858, is here- 
by amended so as to read as follows : " The 
common council shall have power to cause 
any street, highway, lane or alley, or part 
of any street, highway, lane or alley in said 
city to be graded, graveled, macadamized, 
paved or repavtd, planked or replanked and 
repaired, and to cause any side-walks, cross- 
walks, drains, sewers, and culverts, to be 
made therein, as it shall deem necessary, 
and the same to be repaired, mended or re- 
laid as it shall deem necessary : Provided, 
that no street, highway, lane or alley, or 
any part of any street, highway, lane or al- 
ley shall be graded, macadamized, paved, 
or repaved, planked or replanked, without 
the recommendation, in writing, signed by 
a majority of the resident owners of prop- 
erty which is bounded by the street, high- 
way, lane or alley on which any such work 
is proposed to be done or improvement 
made ; which recommendation shall be en- 
tered at length by the clerk upon the record 
of the proceedings of the common council. 
All other provisions of said section 18 are 
hereby repealed. 


SEC. 2. Section 19, of chapter six of said 


act, approved March 2Tth, 1858, is 
amended so as to read as follows 


hereby 


' The 


common council prior to ordering by ordi- 
nance, order, resolution or otherwise, any 
street, highway, lane or alley, or any part 
of any street, highway, lane or alley to be 
graded, macadamized, paved, or repaved, 
planked or replanked, shall cause a plain 
and accurate specification of the proposed 
work to be prepared. It shall then cause 
to be published in some daily or weekly 
newspaper published in said city, the said 
specification, with a notice (signed by the 
clerk) that on a certain day fixed in said 
notice, at least eight days from the first 
publication thereof, the eomtnon council 
will act iu relation to its construction, and 
in the mean time sealed proposals for con- 
structing the'work will be received by the 
city clerk. Upon the day mentioned iu the 
notice, the said proposals shall be opened 
in the presence of the common council. 
The common council shall then determine 
whose is the most favorable proposal. It 
may then, by a vote of a majority of its 
members authorize and direct the const ruc- 
tion of the proposed work, accept the most 
favorable proposal and direct tbe expense 
thereof to be assessed in the manner here- 
iuafteraSpecified: Provided, however, that 
all of said proposals are not by said council 
deemed unreasonable, and said council may 
reject oil of said proposals on that ground. 
The common council may require the per- 
son or persons whose proposal may be ac- 
cepted, to execute a bond with one or more 
sureties, and in such penalty as [ths said 
council shall approve, conditioned that the 
person proposing will construct the work at 
the price and upon the terms proposed ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications pub- 
lished and subject to '.he supervision of the 
aldermen of the v/ard in which said work 
is to be done, or of an overseer to be appoin 
ted by said aldermen, and to the approval 
of the common council, and with such oth- 
er provisions and conditions as the said 
council may prescribe. 1st. In case the 
work shall be the grading, graveling, l«vel- 
ing, 
paving, macadamizing, or planking 


any street, highway, lane or alley, or any 
part of any street, highway, lane or alley, 
the common council shall appoint some 
competent person to ascertain the aggre- 
gate front length of lots and parcels of land 
on both sides thereof limited by the propos- 
ed improvement, and the front length of 
each lot or parcel of land bounded on such 
improvement, with a correct description 
thereof, and the name of the owner so far 
as it can be ascertained. The said council 
shall then determine the expense of the 
whole work, including tho surveying, speci- 
fications, advertising, treasurer's commis 


for said city, who shall within ten days af- 
ter bis appointment qualify in like manner 
as those annually elected, and shall hold 
his office for two years, and until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qualified. 


Sec. 4. Section two of said chapter eight 


is hereby amended as follows : After the 
word "elected" in the first line thereof, in- 
sert the following words, "together with 
said commissioner appointed by the com- 
mon council." 


Sec. 5. The common council at tBeir 


first regular meeting after the third Mon- 
day in April next, shall appoint a treasurer, 
who shall hold his office for two years, (un- 
less sooner removed by said council) and 
until big.successor shall be appointed and 
qualified. 
All the provisions of sections 


two and three of chapter two of the said act, 
approved March 27th, 1858, of which this 
is amendatory, providing for the election of 
a treasurer for said city, are hereby re- 
pealed. 


SEC. 6. There shall be one day's work 


performed annually on the streets, high- 
ways and lanes in said city by each male 
person who by the laws of this state is li- 
able or subject to perform highway work; 
sach person shall perform such labor in 
the ward where he resides under the direc- 
tion of the aldermen of such ward or such 
person as the said aldermen may order and 
appoint; but such person so liable to per- 
form work may at his option pay to said 
aldermen or to the person so appointed by 
said aldermen at the rate of one dollar per 
day, and in default of the payment of said 
money or the performance of such labor, 
the aldermen of the proper ward shall issue 
their warrant to any constable of said city 
for the collection from each and every 
person so delinquent to sum 
of one 


dollar with the legal cost. 
And the 


said 
constable 
shall 
have 
the 
same 


power and authority, and proceed in the 
service of said warrant in the same manner 
as prescribed by law in relation to the ser- 
vice of warrants issued for the collection of 
taxes assessed on personal property, and 
shall be entitled to the same fees ; but be- 
fore the said persons shall be required to 
do such work as aforesaid, the city clerk 
shall, annually, on orbeforethe first Monday 
of May ia each and every year, make a cor- 
rect list and enrollment of all such persons 
within tho respective wards: one copy 
thereof shall be delivered to the alderman 
having the longest time to serve in each 
ward, and one copy thereof shall be filed 
in his office. 
The alderman to whom said 


list shall be delivered shall cause personal 
notica to be given to each person in hia 
ward liable to perform highway work, of 
the time and place in his ward where such 
labor will be required. 


SEC. 7. The common council shall have 


power to alter, amend and correct any er- 
ror, omission or mistake in the description 
or valuation of any lot 01 parcel of land 
set down in the assessment roll of said 
city for any year prior or subsequent to 
the passage of this act, and to cancel any 
certificate of sale of any lot or parcel of 
land heretofore or hereafter made by the 
treasurer of said city for any error, illegal- 
ity, 
misdescription or irregularity, as it 


may deem proper, and to set aside and can- 
cel any deed heretofore or hereafter issued 
upon any sale for city taxes on the ground 
of error, illegality, raisdescription, irregu- 
larity or prior payment of the city tax or 
any portion thereof for which any lot or 
parcel of land may have been or shall here- 
after be sold by such treasurer, as tha said 
common council may deem just and proper. 
The said common council shall have, pos- 
sess and exercise all the power and au- 
thority over assessments, sales, certificates 
and deeds issued for non-payment of city 
tastes that are now conferred by law upon 
boards of supervisors iu relation to assess- 
ments, sales, certificates aud deeds issued 
for the non-payment of state and county 
taxes; and all general laws now in force in 
relation to assessment rolls, sales for delin

highway, lane or alley so already improved 
by such owner or awners, shall be excluded 
from the computation and assessment, and 
all expense of such improvement to be made 
shall be assessed upon the other lot or lots, 
parcel or parcels of land, fronting on said 
street, highway, lane or alley, where such 
improvement is required to bo made, the 
owner or owners of which have not thereto- 
fore made such improvement. 


2d. In case the work shall be the con- 


structing any crosswalk or drain across any 
street, lane or highway, or any drain, street 
or walk in front of or across any public 
ground, of of any culvert or sewer in any 
street, alley, lane 
highway or

ground, and the keeping in repair of cross- 
walks, drains, sewers, culverts, streets, high- 
ways, lanes and alleys, after the same have 
been constructed, graded, leveled, macada- 
mized, planked or paved, as in this chapter 
provided, and the cleaning and eleansingof 
the same, the expense thereof shall be paid 
o<~. of the moneys mentioned in section two 
of chapter five of these acts, belonging to 
the ward in which the work shall ba done. 


3d. In case the, work be the construction, 


repairing, or relaying, or replauking any 
sidewalk, each lot or parcel of land front- 
ing thereon shall be assessed with its pro- 
portion of the expense of its construction, 
repair, relaying or replanking in front there- 
of. The work specified in this subdivision 
of said'section, may be ordered by the com- 
mon council on the written application of 
either of the aldermen of the ward in which 
the proposed work is situated, at any regu- 
lar meeting held '20 days after filing with 
the city clerk a specification of the work 
proposed, and notice to the resident owner 
or owners of the several lota or parceU of 
land fronting thereon, requiring such owner 
or owners to perform the work proposed in 
front of their respective lots or parcels of 
land, according to said specification, within 
the said twenty days, f.nd in default thereof 
that said work will be done by contract 
without publication. All other provisions 
of said section 19 are hereby repealed.

port of the government agent at Port Roy- 
al, Mr. R. L. Pierce, baa been published, 
[n the fifteen islands which came under 
Mr. Pierce's inspection, there are two hun- 
dred plantations, maintaining in all a black 
population estimated at from eight to ten 
thousand. The districts, as far as the for- 
mer white residents could make it, was en- 
tirely rebel, and the question which the 
government agent has had before him is 
what to do with the property and the ne- 
groes attached to it, BO that the first may 
be made profitable, and the last brought 
under such tutelage as may enable them to 
act for themselves in tha new condition into 
which the rebellion has brought them. 
Their present intellectual and moral char- 
acter Mr. Pierce seems to have very care- 
fully inquired into, and we may here re- 
mark that the statement which he makes 
bears in its plain, unvarnished outlines, the 
stamp of truthfulness. 
The moral defi- 


ciencies apparent are those which might 
be expected in such a neglected communi- 
y—including naturally more or leas of pro- 
iniscuoua intercourse between tha Sexes. 
But a fair ahare of honesty and truthful- 
ness was found among them ; the latter 
virtue being well tested in those cases where 
;he pilotage of blacks was found necessary. 
Mr. Pierce recommends for the manage- 
ment of the property—and with a view to 
;he training of the negroes—the appoint- 
ment of responsible men as superintend- 
ents over the various plantations, whoso 
duty should partake of a parental nature, 
;he negroes receiving instruction, kind 
treatment, and a small rate of wages, rang 
ing from forty cents per diem, according to 
their merits. 


LANE'S EXPEDITION.—The disagreement 


between Gens. Lane and Hunter in regard 
to the contemplated expedition admits, we 
are told, of no amicable adjustment. 
It 


has been referred back to Washington to be 
there decided. Gen. Lane will leave Kan- 
sas this week for the capital, where his mili- 
tary status is to be determined. His friends 
will, we understand, claim for him a Major 
General's commission, and will labor to 
have him assigned to the western depart- 
ment. While they have great confidence 
in Gen. Hunter's earnestness, courage and 
acquirements, they think, as we have no 
doubt the subject of their thoughts also 
thinks, that he may be profitably employed on 
some field where the tactics and strategy of 
the schools can be brought more into play ; 
and that in such an expedition as thai pro- 
jected for the southwest, where bushwhack- 
ing would necessarily be the order of every 
day, he would not, though leading skillfully 
and gallantly,, display those peculiar parti- 
nan qualities which Lane is supposed to 
possess. We have little hope, however, 
that the expedition will ever set out.— Chi- 
cago Tribune.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2t. 


The navy department has received dis- 


patches from Com. Goldsboro, dated the 
20th inst. He had'Jfeceived the official ac- 
counts of the visitlFbf our vessels to Eden- 
ton and to the Carrituck canal. The light- 
house on Cape HatteraS"»niay now be light- 
ed with perfect safety. 
The names of the 


men-of-war destroyed by our vessels since 
the fleet reached Hatteras Island, are as 
follows: The Seabird, (flag steamer,) the 
Curlew and the Fanny, all steamers, and 
the Black Warrior, a schooner. 
The 


steamer Elias captured a new. gunboat on 
the stocks at Elizabeth City, which was also 
destroyed, making seven vessels in all. 
Each of the first six were remarkably well 
armed as gunboats ; all of them, excepting 
the Curlew, were destroyed or captured in 
the attack on Elizabeth City. As our forces 
took undisturbed possession of Edenton, 
part of a flying artillery regiment, various- 
ly estimated as from 150 to 300, fled pre- 
cipitately without firing a shot. 
Many of 


the inhabitants also left in consequence. 
There are no fortifications at or in the water 
approaches to Edenton. Among the re- 
sults of the expedition are the destruction 
of eight cannon and one schooner on the 
stocks at Edentou; two schooners were 
captured in the sound, one having 4,000 
bushels of corn on board. 
Six bales of 


cotton were taken from the custom house 
wharf. 


There were no public stores in the town. 


The custom house was empty. 
Com. Golds- 


boro says he remained two hours abreast of 
the town, and was visited by the authori- 
ties and others, many of whom Sprofessed 
sentiments of loyalty to the old Union. A 
proclamation, dated 18th inst., and signed 
jointly by Com. Goldaborough and Gen. 
Burnside, to the people of North Carolina, 
says the mission of the joint expedition is 
not to invade any rights but to assert the 
authority of the United States, and to close 
with them this desolating war brought upon 
the state by comparatively a few; men in 
thoir midst.

Charter Amendments* 


We publish this afternoon the amend- 


rcenta proposed to the city charter by the 
common council. They relate to the im- 
provement of street1;, provide for the ap- 
pointment of an additional school commis- 
sioner by the council, confer upon the coun- 
cil the appointment of a city treasurer in- 
stead of electing that officer by the people, 
extending his term of office to two years, 
and authorise the council to correct any ir- 
regularities or errors in city taxation.— 
Probably, the only difference of opinion in 
relation to them will arise on the change in 
the manner of choosing a city treasurer, 
and, of course, on that, or any other, the 
people will take such action as they deem 
proper.

The public schools of the city will be 


re-opened on the llth day of March next. 
The teachers now in the employ of the city 
will please hold themselves in readiness to 
enter upon the discharge of their duties at 
that time.
